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GLAMORGAN, Gen, 


Ho ſaith, That being a younger Brother,about the year 
1673. he became Gentleman Uſher to the Lady as 
ry Molizeux , Daughter to the Farl of  Powis; and by 
that means lived in the Houſe 6f the ſaid Farl about 
three years: and by ſerving andaſliſting at Maſs there, 
' Srew intimate with William Morgan Confeſſor to 
the Earl and his Family: who was a Jeſuit, and Rector over all the 
Jeſuits in North-Wales , Shropſhire, and Staffordſhire. And he du- 
' Ting the three years time often heard the ſaid Morgastell the faid Earl 
and his Lady, 1 hatghe Kingdom was in a high Feaver, and that no- 
thing but Blood-lctting could reſtore it to Health; and then the Catho- 
lick Keligion would flouriſh. Whereunto the ſaid Earl many times re- 
plied, It was not yet time; but he doubted not but ſuch means ſhould be 
uſed in due time, or words to that efte&t. And he heard rhe Lady 
Powis tell the ſaid Morgan and others publickly and privately, That 
when Religion ſhould be Reſtored in Ezg/and ( which ſhe deubt.d 
not but would be in a very ſhort time ) ſhe would perfwade her Hus- 
band to give Three hundred pound per annum for a Foundationto 
mainta-n a Nunnery. And this Informant was perſvaded by rhe 
Lady Powis and the ſaid Morgan, to become a Fryer; the faid Lad! 
encouraging this Informant thereunto, by faying, 1 hat if he wonle 
follow his Studies, and make himſelf capable, ſhe queſtioned not bur !.: 
might ſhortly bemade a Biſhop, by her Intereſt in F22/04 becante 
upon Reſtauration of the Catholick Religion, thero 1would want peo 
ple fit to make Biſhops, and to do th: buſineſs of tle Church. An 
thereupon 1! e gave this Informant Ten pound to crriy him to Pow.cc 
where this [nforrmant entred the Monaſtrv,and continued above they

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returned for Fns/and; For which the: ſaid Earl and his Lady, andall the 
reſt that encouraged him to go to the Monaltery, became his utter E- 
nemies; threatning to take away his life, and to get his Brother todiſ- 
inherithim. Which laſt is compaſied againſt him; and Father Cudworrh 
who was then Guardian of the Fryers at Doway, ſome days before his 
Eſcape thence, told this Iriformant, That if he ſhould nor perſevere 
with them, he ſhould Joſe his Lite and Fricrids: And farther added, 
That this King ſhould not laſtlong: and thathis Succeffour ſhould be 
wholly for their purpoſe. And Father Croſs, Provincial of the Fryers 
told this Informant, #hat had he been at Doway when. this Informant 
made his Eſcape thence, he ſhould never have come to Erg/zud. And 
this Informant finding himſelf friend!efs, and in danger in England, 
went to Paris, where ene of his Brothers is a Benedictine Monk, who 
perſwaded this Informant to return for F»2z/and. And ir order there- 
unto, about the latter end of November 1675, he was introduced into 
the Aquaintance of the Lord Stafford, that he mght go for Freland 
with his Lordſhip. And three Weeks he attended his Lordſhip, and 
had great acceſs and freedom with his Lordſhip , who gave him grear 
aſſurances ot his favour ard intereſt to reſtore him to his Relations 
eſteem again: and ſaid,He had a piece of Service to propoſe to this In- 
formant, that would not onely retrieve his Repiitation with his own 
Relations, buta!ſo obiige both them and their Party, to make himhap- 
py as long ashe lived: And this Informant being defirons to em- 
brace fo happy an Opertumty, was very inquiſitive atter the means 
But the {aid Lord Stafford being for: what difficult to repoſe fo 
orert a Truſt as he was to Communicate ta him , exatted' all the 
Obligations and promiſes of Secreſie, which this Informant cave his 
Lordihip in the moſt ſolemn manner he could invent, 'then his 
Lordſhip laboured to make this Tnformant ſenſible »f all the advan- 
rages that would accrue to this Informant , and the Catholick cauſe. 
And then told this Informant in Dire&t Tearms, that hs might 
make himſelf and rhe Nation happy , by taking away the Lite of 
the King of Eng/and, who was 2 Heretick, and conſequently 1. 
Rebel againſt God Almighty. Of which this Intormant defirel þ:3, 
Lordſhip to give him time to confider : and told his Lordihip 
"That he would give him his znfrwcr at Dirpe, where his Lordilf 
intended to Ship tor Erg/and, aid to take this Informant with 
him. But this Informant going betore to Dep», ;*the Lord Serfe 
ford went with Count Grawont by Carlj;, and font this Informant 
Orders to go for Fnz/.m ; amd to vifend his Lordfliin at Zendox,
